criticism he’s been receiving lately. 

“I don’t get bothered by what 
people say,’’ Putski noted. 
‘*When I am hired to be the ref- 
eree of a match, I work as hard as 
anyone can. I have to be on my 
toes, I have to make sure that each 
man follows the rules to the letter. 

“Take the second Backlund- 


opponent's grasp. 


Adonis match in Madison Square 
Garden, for example,’”’ Putski 
continued. ‘‘Adonis has a big tem- 
per, he likes to use closed fists in- 
stead of an open hand. Many 
times I had to get in close to the 
action to make sure he didn’t close 
his fist at the last second just be- 
fore contact. That’s a common 


Putski gives an example of “Polish Power” as he muscles his way out of his 


way of trying to outwit the ref- 
eree, but I wouldn’t let him get 
away with it. 

‘*Another thing that has to be 
looked out for is the hidden 
chokehold,’’ Putski said. ‘“‘It is 
very easy for one wrestler to slip in 
an illegal chokehold while both 
men are tangled up on the mat. 


In one of his first matches since 
returning to the WWF, Putski fires aright 
hand at King Kong Mosca, who is 
helplessly entangled in the ring ropes. 


*‘Sometimes a regular referee 
won’t be as careful in looking out 
for these details,’’ said Putski. 
“Having been the victim of a lot 
of these kinds of things myself, I 
know what to look for. I assume 
that’s why they ask me to be a spe- 
cial referee, because they want to 
make sure that neither man in the 
match goes overboard in breaking 
any rules.”’ 

An incredibly strong man who 
works out every day, Putski ad- 
mits to ‘‘eating like a bull, I make 
sure that everyting I eat is part of a 
nutritious diet,’’ says Putski, 
‘and I never stray from that diet. 
Good food is as important as good 
exercise in maintaining a proper 
physique.”’ 

There are few men in wrestling 
today who can even hope to come 
close to matching Putski’s build. 
Many experts maintain that Putski 
has the perfect wrestling body. 
Tony Atlas and Jimmy Snuka 
come close, but in the end there is 
only one Ivan Putski. He loves his 
fans as much as they love him. 

“These people here in the WWF 
are wonderful to me,’’ says 
Putski. ‘‘Even if I am not wrestl- 
ing, if Iam only acting as a referee 
in a match, they scream, they 
cheer, they mob me for 
autographs. How can I not feel 
proud and happy when I see peo- 
ple react to me in this way? It 
makes me realize that no matter 
how hard the competition gets, no 
matter how sore the muscles or 
how long the hours in the gym, 
that there is a tremendous satisfac- 
tion from wrestling and par- 
ticularly from seeing the looks on 
the faces of the fans. There is 
nothing like it.”’

Robinson’s attention, not 
even the subtlest change. He is 
a veteran observer of the entire 
sport, and people often come to 
him to glean his opinions. 
Talking with Billy Robinson for 


[ : | j ms 
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an hour is like holding a 
conversation with a wrestling 
encyclopedia. He truly knows 
everything that goes on. He gets 
a lot of his information first- 
hand. 

“Watch Dory Funk Jr.,” he 
said many months ago. 
“Something is going to happen. 
| can sense it.” 

At the time, no one was sure 
what to do with this piece of 
information. After all, Dory’s 
career had been in_ partial 
eclipse; Terry was the more 
dominant member of the clan. 
Dory seemed to be content to 
spend most of his time on the 
family ranch, taking only an 
occasional match when the 
urge hit him. But when 
Robinson says to keep an eye 
on a man, you listen to him. 

He was right. 

Dory’s career has suddenly 
been skyrocketing once again. 
When Terry took off some time 
to make the movie, “Paradise 
Alley,” Dory filled in for him. 
Within a few weeks, Dory Funk 
Jr. was a hot property again, in 
demand for matches all over the 
country. But Billy Robinson 
beat everyone to the punch; he 


On this particular night, Billy Robinson and Dory Funk Jr. were wrestling equals, each 
battling in the same way. This was part of Billy's plan to learn more about Dory's style, 
where it succeeds and where it fails.

Two men, both alike in skills, face each other in an exciting 
contest of talents.

No 
one walked away disappointed from this match 


had scheduled a match against 
Dory already. He knew what 
was going to happen. 

“| really wanted to wrestle 
Dory Funk,” noted Billy. “I have 
long admired his style and 
skills. He represents a 
challenge to me. Of course, | 
knew it would be a brutal battle 
of equals. But that is the kind of 
match | like most. Believe me, | 
did enjoy wrestling him.” 

“No one wrestles quite like 
Billy Robinson,” confessed 
Dory. “He can do things in the 


ring no other man would dare 
even attempt. How did he get so 
good? But I'll tell you, | never felt 
better coming out of a match 
than | did when | wrestled him.” 

The match between these two 
was a battle of wrestling 
virtuosity. It started strictly 
scientific, and it remained so. 
Both men displayed a wide range 
of maneuvers. 

From now on, when people 
talk about great scientific 
battles, this match will be the 
first one they talk about. 


But this was more than just a 
fantastic scientific match. The 
two men employed tactics 
which were almost identical. It 
was as if each man wasia mirror 
image of the other. It was 
uncanny. 

“There was a reason for that,” 
said Robinson. “It all had to do 
with the. fact that | have long 
been an admirer of Dory’s 
style. | like many of the things he 
does, and | wanted to try some 
of his maneuvers on him. Of 
course, | never expected this 
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kind of result. 

“| spent many hours studying 
films of Funk in action. He has a 
certain subtlety in style which, 
quite frankly, | have long 


envied. Very few other wrestlers 
have this. Therefore, | felt it 
might be a good idea to emulate 
it. | am glad | was successful in 


Much of this battle proved to be quite 
frustrating for Dory. Every time he had 
Robinson in what seemed to be effective 
holds (above and below), Billy managed 
to escape—using Dory's own tactics! 


this endeavor. It provided for 
some interesting moments in 
the match.” 

Interesting moments is 
understating the case. This 
match was a thriller from the 
opening bell. No man ever held 
control for an extended period 
only because both men did so 
well. The climax of the match 
came when Billy used a 
spinning toe hold on Dory. 
Skillfully, Funk managed to free 
himself so he could try the same 
maneuver on Robinson. But 
Billy had done his homework: 
he knew just how to escape. 

“Let me tell you,” Dory said 
later on, “l was scared for a few 
moments there. | understood 
what Robinson had been doing. 
| knew he was trying to use my 
own moves against me. But | 
never expected him to use a 
spinning toe hold. It was a total 
shock. But it certainly wasn’t 
the only shock of the evening. 

“After | got myself free, | knew 
| had no choice but to use the 
same move on him. Look, | 
honesty thought he would 
never be able to escape it 
himself. Sure as hell shocked 
me when he did! He is amazing. 

“Even though my schedule is 
getting pretty hectic again, | 
want a rematch against 
Robinson. But this time, I'll 
outfox him. I'll use maneuvers 
he’s never seen before. That 
man knows too much. 

“No other opponent | have 
ever wrestled understood my 
style so perfectly. No other man 
has ever gone to the lengths 
Robinson did in order to 
duplicate my moves. Hell, | 
don’t know if | would ever do that. 
Billy Robinson is shrewd. No 
one else would have done what 
he did, and | respect him for it. 

“But I'll tell you. A less 
talented wrestler would have 
never gotten away with it. Know 
what | mean? Hell, they say 
imitation is the sincerest form of 


Dory thought this maneuver would bring 
an end to the match, but he was wrong; 
Robinson easily escaped. 


ai es S 
flattery. But being imitated by 
Billy Robinson is a real 
compliment, and | take it as 
such.” 

“| never intended a direct 
compliment,’’ admitted 
Robinson, “but | guess it can be 
taken that way. | admire his 
style. But my real intention was 
to see how Dory would do when 
facing himself. | found the 
answer. And | guess it is no 
wonder the match ended as a 
draw. After all, nothing else can 
be realistically expected. 

“However, | do want to make 
one thing clear: though | tried to 


do as Dory would do, | was not 
totally successful. | made some 
mistakes, and Funk caught 
them. He saw his openings and 
he took them. But he made 
mistakes too. | saw them. And 
though | tried as hard as | could 
to wrestle like him, | did have to 


allow my own style to come 


through when necessary. Yet | 
still was able to carry out my 
intentions most of the time. And 
that is as much as | can 
reasonably expect.” 

What does this all mean? To 
what purpose did imitating Dory 
Funk Jr. help Billy Robinson? 


“| learned a lot from this 
match,” said Billy. “Il learned 
more about my own limitations 
and abilities. | learned not to do 
it again. It is one thing to try to 
imitate another person. It is 
quite a different thing to 
become that person. 

“Dory’s style is good for him, 
not for me. | was not 
comfortable being a _ mirror 
image of someone else. And 
though | may adapt some of his 
moves into my own repertoire, | 
will never try to be Dory Funk Jr. 
However, | was happy in the 
knowledge that | could be if | 


wanted to be. 


“Next time | wrestle him, 
things will be different. | will not 
use his maneuvers. | will use 
mine. | now know how effective 
he is. | will file the information 
I’ve learned for future reference. 
Someday, what | know may be 
very useful; if not for me, then 
for someone else.” 

Granted, this is a_ rather 
difficult way to gain knowledge, 
but for Billy, the effort has paid 
off. -It further solidifies his 
position as a top wrestling 
expert. Talk to him. Learn all 
about Dory Funk Jr. O 
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HEN HE FIRST started, his 

expression was a menace- 
ful smirk broadened by brutal 
victories. Those were the ‘Texas 
Outlaw’’ days with Dick 
Murdoch. 

When the partnership was 
dissolved to free Rhodes and 
Murdoch for individual 
commitments, the smirk 
softened into an almost impish 
smile. 

With titles wrapped around 
his waist and fans’ cheers 
echoing about his ears, the grin 


maybe there ever was. The only 
man in the history of pro 
wrestling who could compete 
with me for fan attraction is 
Georgeous George. 

“And soon enough, I'll 
surpass even him. Then I'll be 
number one, in the whole world, 
baby, dig, the whole world.”

“Man, traveling is great. 
That’s something else | love to 
do. | want to relate with people 
and deal with them on personal 
levels. So when people 
recognize me in the street and 
introduce themselves and talk, | 
get to know them and they know 
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me and | feel something 
important has been added to this 
world. 

“Then there’s my ranching. | 
love to just settle back and 
mellow out, groove on nature 
and my horses. Man, that’s 
super for me. See, if | hadn't 
gone beyond the ring, moments 


like that might not have been 
reachable. Maybe | wouldn't 
have had the bread to buy the 
ranch. For sure, | wouldn't have 
traveled as much and met as 
many people. And | wouldn't 
have the soulful feeling | get 
when | sing. 

“It’s all a combination of 
things. My wrestling success 
gives me freedom in other areas. 
Then my pursuits in those fields 
come back to wrestling because 
new people are turned on to me.

ACK IN NOVEMBER 1981, 
when Ken Patera lost the 
Missouri state championship to 


Bruiser, he blamed the loss 
on himself. 

“| just wasn't wrestling well 
tonight,’ Patera said at the time. 
“| thought that some new 
maneuvers and defenses would 
help me get past Bruiser. | knew 
that he was a tough wrestler 
before | even signed the 
contract, but | was certain that 
my new strategies would pull 
me through. I’m afraid | was 
wrong. I'll have to talk to Bobby 
about that.” 

Nobody noticed it at the time, 
but as the months pass, the 
picture becomes clearer: The 
strategy Bobby Heenan worked 
out for Ken Patera cost him the 
Missouri title. And if Patera isn't 
careful, it could cost him 
his career. 

The function of a manager isa 
complex one. It isn't necessary 


for him to be a former wrestler 
himself, though that often helps. 
What is necessary is for the 
manager to offer his wrestler 
guidance when needed. The 
best analogy is probably the 
cliche about a rudder and a 
sailboat. The manager offers 
direction to the wrestler and

BOBBY HEENAN 
IS RUINING 

KEN PATERA'’S 
CAREER 


A manager's function is to help a 
wrestler achieve the highest 
goals he can attain. In Ken 
Patera’s case, it appears as if 
manager Bobby Heenan is 
working towards the opposite 
means—the destruction of 
Patera’s career 


provides a stabilizing influence 
for him on a day-to-day basis. 

Most of all, a manager should 
offer perspective. It is impossible 
for anyone, particularly an 
athlete, to obtain an objective 
appraisal of himself without the 
help of an outsidé party. A 
manager should be far enough 
removed from the wrestler to 
offer that objective perspective, 
but close enough to be able to 
offer suggestions and help 
protect the. wrestler’s own 
interests (which are usually 
financially connected to 
the manager’s). 

Bobby Heenan appears to 
have failed on all of these counts. 

“It just doesn't look too good 
for Ken,"’ noted Glenn Davies, a 
noted wrestling analyst in the 
AWA region. “Some people |. 
know have evengone so far as to 
suggest that Nick Bockwinkel 
has paid off Heenan. They say 
Heenan is undermining Patera’s 
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Some speculate that Heenan is deliberately mismanaging Patera to force Ken into 


voiding their contract. Others feel Heenan is doing all he can to keep Patera out of the 
number-one challenger’s position to Nick Bockwinkel’s AWA title. Ken holds the upper 
hand over Bruiser (left), but eventually poor planning causes the former Olympian's 


downfall (above). 


career as a way of keeping him 
away from Bockwinkel. 

“That's a_ little paranoid, 
though,” Davies continued. ‘On 
the surface the plan would work, 
and | sure wouldn't put it past 
Bockwinkel. | don’t know, 
though. | haven't got any hard 
evidence, just a gut feeling that 
says Bockwinkel isn’t behind 
any of this. | just think Heenan is 
dissatisfied with managing 
Patera and wants out. He 
probably figures the best way to 
incite Patera to void the contract 
is to steer him away from the 
number-one contender’s 
position. That plan will probably 
work, too.” 

Nevertheless, Patera has 
clearly been lacking the advice 
and guidance needed to 
maintain himself at champion- 
ship caliber. He was favored to 
defend his Missouri title against 
Bruiser and should not have lost. 


Pre-match advice, however, 
can be a critical factor in 
determining the winner of a 
match, particularly in cases 
where there is a major title on 
the line. If Patera conferred with 
Heenan prior to that match, 
which is a safe assumption, he 
was certainly given the wrong 
strategies for that particular 
opponent. That’s the most 
blatant error any manager 
can commit. 

Where will it stop? Patera is no 
closer to a shot at the AWA title 
than he was when he first 
arrived in the area. For a man 
widely known as one of the 
strongest men in all of wrestling 
and who has held several major 
titles worldwide, this is a most 
embarrassing position to be 
placed in. 

It certainly doesn’t help 
Patera’s immediate future,

Once the match 
started, every Steamboat ma- 
neuver was punctuated by an 
uproarious cry of victory, while 
any potentially successful 
move by Idol was answered by 
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tentative grumbles and sounds 
of encouragement to Steam- 
boat. 

In cases like this, however, 
encouragement to Steamboat 
only helps to make his oppo- 
nent that much angrier, partic- 
ularly when the opponent is as 
egotistical and self-involved as 
Austin Idol. 

This night in Columbus, 
Ohio, Idol repeatedly seized the 
upper hand, heard the crowd 
support of Steamboat, and 
tightened his grip, gritted his 
teeth, and came back at Steam-

“J don’t understand,” said 
one female fan at ringside, ‘‘we 
cheer Ricky to help him, but all 
that happens is that he gets 
hurt even worse. ‘C’mon, Ricky, 
destroy Idol! Get that creep 
where it counts!”’ Her cheers 
were joined by the similar 
cheers of other fans in the 
arena. Steamboat continued to 
absorb punishment. 

Following the match, in 
which Idol’s disqualification

“But if they were in my shoes, 
they wouldn’t be so quick to 
wish for my fans. 

“Please, don’t misunder- 
stand, I really love and respect 
my fans,’ said Steamboat, 
earnestly wishing to avoid any 
conflict between himself and 
his admirers. ““But when they 
cheer for me, it makes my oppo- 
nents go completely ape. They 
want fans of their own to cheer 
for them the way my fans cheer 
for me. It makes them incred- 
ibly angry, and the result is 
that they take it out on me in 
the ring. 

“Tl tell you,’’ Steamboat 
added, ‘‘my muscles are really 
aching when I get out of that 
ring. Part of my defense is to 


avoid getting abused by my op- 
ponent. The idea isn’t to wear 
him down by having him ex- 
pend all of his energy punishing 


me, though that’s the way 
things seem to be going lately.” 

Is there anything that Steam- 
boat would suggest that his 
fans do differently from now on 
to help him? 

“T don’t know what I can ask 
them to do,’ Steamboat said. 


“It’s hard to ask a fan to stop 
cheering, because it’s more of a 
reflex reaction than anything 
else. Maybe if they could just 
try to tone down their enthusi- 
asm a little bit. Cheer for me, 
but not as loud or as strong. It 
might help take off some of the 
pressure. It might keep some of 
my opponents from getting too 
excited, and that would help me 
score more victories.”’ Oo 
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OME PEOPLE ARE already 

calling it the massacre of the 
year.
